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6. On the basis of presently available evidonce it appears 
unlikely, although rot in ossiblo, that either of the rjidely divergent 
explanations irilll prove to bo valid. Tho. truth is more likely to be 
sowauhero in between. At tho moment, u® estimate tentatively tliatt the 
Communists are now prepared to make at least those concessions which 
are necessary to reach an armistice in Korea. But even this estimate 
cannot be made firmly. There are ambiguaties in the Communist proposals 
with respect to tho settlement of the IX! issue which my conceal 
insuperable obstacles to the conclusion of an arrdotico. Itoroover it 
is still possible that, in connection with the armistice negotiations, 
tho Communists may introduce now co: ditions, either at lajsmm.lon or in 
tho IT.:, which tho rs would find extremely difficult to accept, but 
which tho allies of tho IS would not bo disposed to reject, especially 
in the atuoophore of c° od fooling engendered by tho now Communist 
tactics. In any ovont, it seem almost certain that, in the political 
discucoi r.s fol? owing an arris tico, the Communists will attempt to 
injoct is uos, such as Formosa and tho admission of Communist China to 
tho T ‘I, which are xctraneouo to a peace settlement in ..oreu. 

6a. To what extent tho Communists aro likely to make concessions 
on issues other than Korea reraind highly uncertain. Tlie possxoility of 
concessions will dopond upon where, between tire widely divergent alternatives 
noted above, the true Communist course lies. In any event, wo boliovc It 

probable that the Communists will o r en discussions on other outstanding issues* 
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sxlctez r n -am: 

In sone Instances their } roposalc my ba designed solely for political 
warfare purposes; in other, they nay bo offorod with til© intontion of 
reaching an agreement. 

7* Tho Comuuniots : ay solco dramatic iroposals at any tine for 
froo oloctior.s in Germeu:y, for tho uithdra^ml of occupation forces sad 
for reunification of tho country. Uo bolisyo that such vroposals would 
probably contain conditions which tho gremlin would Intend to bo uracceptablo 
to tho host, or thr t, in miring these proposals, tho Ihronlin would intend 
to frustrate their iv lamentation. Those proposals t/ould be designed to 
frustrate tho 1DC pro -ran and tho rearmnont of ”ost Germany, capitalizing 
on tho tnospliero created by Conrueist cencoasions on '..'oroa and by the 
recent Soviet conciliatory boJjavior. 'Jo still believe that tho hradLin 
will not givo up control of Jtaat Gormny uuloss there lias been a far 
pro; .tor clange in Soviet objectives, or in tho Soviet approach to the 
attainment of these objectives, than there is reason to believe on 
the basic of present evidence.
